O. S. On the 6th when King 
Staniflans went to vifit her Praffian Majefty, he there 
found the Princefs Royal, and the Princeffes the King’s 
Daughters, of whom he cou’d not enough admire the 
charming Princefs Ulrica, their Majefties 5th Daughter, 
who is about 16 Years old, anda perfect Beauty. He 
Went afterwards to the Apartment where the King 
fmoaks ‘Tobacco, fiay’d there ‘till Ten o’Clock, and 
when he retir’d his Pruffian Maj-fty made him a Prefent 
of a Tobacco Box of very fine Porcellane of Saxony. 
Next Day the King fent him a ftately Coach drawn 
by eight very fine Horfes, and at Noon he dined at 
the Caftle with his Pruffian Majefty and the Royal Fa- 


mily after which he took a View of the principal 
Appartments and admir’d the vaft Quantity of Plate he 
faw in the feveral Rooms, to the Value of above three 
Millions of Crowns. On the &th he attended the 
Le at the Review of a Regiment, aftef which he 
din’ with him at the Prince Royal's; his Pruffian Ma- 
jelly nominated the Count de Trux, who is Colonel of 
a Regiment, to conduét that Prince to Guelderland, 
with Orders to pay him the fame Honours uron the 
Road as if his Pruffian Majefty was there himfelf ; and 
at the fame Time feveral Couriers were fent away to 
make all the neceflary Preparations for his Reception. 
After Dinner King Staniflaus went to vifit the Arienal, 
and cou’d not enough admire the prodigious Quantity 
of Cannon, Mortars, Muskets, &c. which he there 
faw. On Whitfunday at Night he went to Montbijou, 
to the Queen’s Drawing Room, where he paid his 
Refpects to her Majeity, whom he found in the midft 
©. a very numerous Circle. There was a very fine 
Concert of Mufick, and a moft magnificent Supper. 
The mings who never fups, came thither only to take 
Leave of King Staniflaus, whom he embrac’d very 
tenderly, and wifh’d him a good Journey. ‘The two 
Kings having thus parted with Marks of true Friend- 
fhip, King Staniflaus took Leave of the Queen, the 
Prince Royal, and the whole Royal Family ; and Ye- 
fterday about Seven in the Morning he fet out for Potz- 
dam,. highly fatisfy’d with the hearty Welcome, and 
the great Honours he receiv’d at this Court; and at 
his Departure there was a triple Difcharge of go Pieces 
of Cannon. He made very handfome Prefents to the 
Officers of the Court both here and at Potzdam. 

Rome, May. O.8. Laft Saturday M. de War- 
ville, the Commandant of the Spanith ‘Troops that are 
marching towards the Kingdom of Naples, was fent 
for by the Secretary of State, who gave him Orders 
how he was to behave when he brought his Men to 
Velletri, and porooeeny to demand 15000 Crowns of 
the Town as {oon as he fet his Footin it. On Monday 
in the Afternoon Cardinal Acquaviva receiv’d an Ex- 
prefs from Velletri, with Difpatches which he imme- 
diately communicated to the Secretary’s Office, import. 
ing, That M. de Warville arriving the Day before in 
the Neighbourhood of Velletri with 600 Carabineers 
on Horfeback, the chief Magiftrates went out to meet 
and compliment him, and on his return into the Town, 
fummon’d all the Militia, with whom he return’d to 
M. de Warville, who having caus’d a Piquet of 40 
Carabineers to advance, caus’d the faid Militia to be 
arrefted, and commanded them to lay down their Arms, 
which they did immediately ; and on Monday Morn- 
ing he fent two Regiments into the Town, one of 
Swifs Grenadiers, and the other of Fufiliers, confitting 
in the whole of 1000 Men. Laft Monday Soldiers 
were fent to the feveral Gates of this City to reinforce 
the Guard, with Orders to take the Name, and the 
Surname of all Foreigners that go in and out; and 


_ Barriers were put A at all the Gates, by way of Pre- 


caution. ‘They alfo continue to litt Soldiers for. the 
Pope’s Service. Tuefday lait an Exprefs came to the 
Secretary’s Office from Terracina, with Advice, that 
3000 Spanifh Foot Soldiers had landed in the Neigh- 
bourhood of that City. 

Venice, May1. O.8. Thurfday laft the Doge, ac- 
company’d by the Senate and the Foreign Minitters, 
marry’d the Sea with the ufual Ceremonies, at which 
there were feveral French Officers prefent, and there 
wou’'d have been a much greater Number if the Mar- 
fhal de Noailles had given Leave to all that defir’d to 
fee the Shew. Monday laft 10 Galley Slaves, who 
were calking their Galley on the Outfide againft Afcen- 
fion-Day, threw themfelves into the Water almoft in 
the Middle of the Great Canal, and tho’ loaded with 
Irons they fwam over to the Ifland where the Nuncio’s 
Palace is. ‘Two Centinels that were fet as a Guard 
over them, feeing how they got fafe over, took the 
fame Courfe, it being the Rule, that whoever lets a 
Galley Slave efcape muft take his Place at the Oar.

Paris, May tt. O.S. The Count de Lautree, 
the King’s Commtiflary at the Army in Italy, writes 
the following Particulars in a Letter from Florence. 

* By Order of the Count de Khevenhuller, the Im- 
¢ —- General, above 200 Pieces of Brafs Cannon, 
‘ befides Ammunition which the Spaniards had drawn 
* out of Parma and Placentia, in order to tranfport 
* the fame to Naples, have been flepp’d upon the Ri- 
* ver Secca, the Count alledging that by virtue of the 
‘ Ceflion made to the Emperor of the Duchies of 
‘ Parma and Placentia, the Artillery thereto belonging 
* ought to remain to his [mperial Majetty. 

* Tho’ feveral of the French Officers in Lombardy 
‘ have ruin’d themfelves by their great Expences, yet 
* many others have made their Fortunes, and are re- 
* turning to France with great Sums.’ 

The Count adds, that when he went to take 
Leave of the Great Duke of Tufcany, that Prince re- 
ceiv’d him very gracioully, and fent him a Prefent of 
four Cheits of choice Monte Pulciano Wine, befides 
Sweetmeats, Chocolate, &c. 

The Duke of Orleans is fetting up an Altar in the 
Court Yard of the Royal Palace, for the Corpus Chrifti 
Proceflion, fo rich and magnificent that the like was 
never feen, above 300 Werkmen having been em- 
ploy’d in it. The Model of it was defign’d by Signior 
Servandoni, the Decorator of the Opera. It will re- 
prefent a fumptuous Chapel, fapported by eight great 
Pillars, fprinkled with green Vermillion and blue 
Veins, with gilded Bafes and Capitals. There will 
be three arch’d Roofs gilt and adorn'’d with a magniti- 
cent Canopy, and on each Side two great Balconies 
with Balaftrades. There will alfo be two great Statues 
of St. Louis and Charlemagne, with gilt Pedettals ; 
And the whole will be ricaly ornamented and illumi- 
nated by Luitres of Rock Chryflal. The reft of the 
Court Yard, and the Front of the Palace, will be 
hung with the fine Tapeftry made at the Gobelins, and 
the fine Pittures of Devorion which are in the Galleries 
of the Palace, will alfo be hung up there. 

The King has order’d a confiderable Sum of Moncey 
to be iffued for the Expences of the Gentlemen of the 
Academy, who are appointed to go and take Mea- 
fure of the Earth towards the North Pole, and they 
are accordingly embark’d at Dunkirk on board a Ship 
which his Majefty has caus’d to be fitted up for them, 
in which they are to fail to Stockholm, from whence 
they are to proceed to make their Obfervations at Tor- 
no, a Town of Lapland, fituate under the Polar 
Circle. 

Hague, May 18. O.S. The King of Pruffia’s Mi- 
nifter has had feveral Conferences with the Deputies of 
the States General, upon the Refolution they have 
lately pafled relating to the Succeflion of Bergues Ju- 
liers and Eaft-Frifeland, with which his Prufiiaa Ma- 
jefty feems to be diflatisied. Prince Charles of Hefle- 
Philipitadt is arrived here, with the Princefs his Con- 
fort and two Princeffes his Siflers, and Prince William 
his Brother, Governor of Ypres, is expected from 
thence, in order to divide among them the Effects of 
the Princefs their Mother, who had long refided and 
lately died here. The Baron d’Uffel arrived here the 
27th from England, and this Morning fet out for 
Gotha.
